ROOSEVELT SENDS 


PROTEST ON FARM 


BILL 10 SENATE 


Says Proposed Curb on 
Sale of Stored Crops 
Represents Special Inter- 
ests in Time of Crisis. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP) .— 
President Roosevelt stepped direct- 


ly into the Senate dispute over farm 
prices today with a letter protest- 
ing that a pending bill represented 
“selfish interests” at a time the 
very existence of the country was 
at stake. 

The Chief Executive, in a letter 
read at the opening of the Senate 
session, said a proposal to restrict 
sales of Government-held stocks of 
farm. commodities would do “irre- 
parable damage to the war effort 
and’ farmers of the country.” 

Declaring that the production of 
American foodstuffs was vital to 
Allied nations, the President said 
‘that the two most important needs 
at this time were livestock and oil 
ng products. 

The letter, directed to Vice-Presi- 
dent Wallace, opposed a pending

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
Drastic “work or fight” legisla-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
Secretary of Navy Knox reported

In the first comprehensive report 
made on enemy submarine activity 
in the western half of the ocean 
since coastal attacks began early 
in January, Knox ~~ disclosed 
through a Navy communique that 
a total of 114 ships c! United Na- 
tions registry had been attacked by 
enemy submarines west of 30 de- 
grees west longitude, the meridian 
which roughly divides the Atlantic.

Survivors of Torpedoed Freighter Repeatedly 
Washed Overboard in Shark-Infested 
Water in 66-Hour Struggle. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
Six men, only known survivors of 
the torpedoed Norwegian freighter 
Blink, whose sinking was an- 
nounced by the Navy Department 
today, told haltingly of their 66- 
hour fight for life in a swamped 
lifeboat in rough, shark-infested 
seas, 
The 2700-ton freighter was. tor- 
pedoed without warning off the 
Atlantic coast with a probable loss 
of 24 lives. 

The survivors believe the chief 
engineer, donkeyman and_a fire- 
man of the 22-year-old ship were 
killed when two torpedoes exploded 
in the engine room. They believe 
four others were lost. on a life raft. 

They watched 17 other crew- 
mates in their crowded lifeboat go 
mad, then die of thirst and ex- 


and the lifeboat capsized. Every- 
body went in the heavy sea. We 
lost our food, our water, our oars, 
our sail. One man was lost. The 
rest of us clung to the keel and 
righted the boat.” 

Two men clambered aboard to 
bail out, he said, but waves poured 
water in as fast as it could be 
bailed. The other seamen boarded 
the boat, sitting on the gunwales 
or cross seats in * water up to 
their waists. 

The lifeboat twice more 
that day. ‘The men repeatedly 
were washed overboard by huge 
waves. 

“One by one the men went mad,” 
the officer said. “They would talk 
of a comfortable bed, a cup of hot 
coffee.

These stocks were with- 
drawn and withheld from the mar- 
‘kets when excessive supplies would 
otherwise have seriously reduced 
prices. At the time they were 
withdrawn from the market it was 
generally understood that they 


of emergency. That emergency is 
now upon us and the conversion of 
these reserve stocks of grain into 
livestock products is urgently 
needed. This conversion can be 
brought about only through the 
maintenance of a favorable ratio 
between the price of feed and the 
price of livestock products. Such 
a ratio exists at the present time 
with respect to most livestock 
products and production of these 
products is being expanded rap- 
idly. 
“This expansion, however, would 
be seriously impeded by an in- 
crease of 15 per cent in the cost of 
feed to dairy, poultry, and live- 
stock producers which probably 
woudl follow the enactment of this 
legislation. The curtailment of the 
production of livestock products 
would, of course, be followed by 
higher prices for livestock prod- 
ucts and substantial increase in 
the cost of living, which in turn 
would lead to more inflation and 

“On the other hand, higher 
prices for corn in the near future 
would tend to encourage farmers 
to plant more corn and thus in- 
crease the Wifficulties of attaining 
the production goals that have 
been established of soybeans, an 
oil-bearing crop which is urgently 
needed, This legislation would 
also increase the price at which 
peanut seed, now being acquired 
by the Commodity Credit Corpor- 
ation, could be furnished to 
growers and thus discourage the 
planting of this important oil-bear- 
ing’ crop. 

Grain Stocks Needed. 

“Thus the restrictions proposed 
in the legislation would tend to 
prevent the liquidation of the re- 
serve stocks of grain at a time 
when they are needed, and also 
prevent the increased production 
of the products which are most 
needed in the war effort. 

“Clearly this legislation cannot 
be defended as. a war measure and 
neither can it be defended on the 
ground that it is necessary in 
order to give farmerg parity. In 
determining whether farmers are 
receiving parity, Government pay- 
ments, as well as market prices, 
must be taken into consideration 
and none of the major commo- 
dities—corn, wheat and cotton— 
are being sold at prices which, 
when added to the conservation 
and parity payments, would result 
in a return below parity. As a

CLEVELAND, Feb. 25 (AP).—Bob Pastor, who twice sampled Joe 


Louis’ dynamite and lived, is itching for a third try at the heaVy- 


weight champion after proving that he, too, can knock them flat. 


Tricky Robert surprised even 
himself by sending heavily-fa- 
vored Lem Franklin flat on his 
face, for keeps, last night in the 
eighth stanza of a scrap booked 
for 10 rounds. Many observers had 
reckoned Pastor might win by 
outboxing the Chicago slugger, but 
the manner of the triumph sur- 
prised all of the 13,278 customers 
who laid down $52,457 to give Pro- 
moter Bob Brickman a_ record 
Cleveland indoor gate. 

As a result, there was littl 
doubt today that the New Yorker 
would catch himself a third chance 
against the man he respectfully 
calls “Mr. Joe.” Nobody gives Pas- 
tor much - chance ‘against Uncle 
Sam’s No. 1 fighting private, but 
the guessers already reckoned 
Mike Jacobs would line things up 
for this summer. 

Pastor’s Eye Is Cut. 

Pastor entered the ring a 5-2 un- 
derdog and spotted 16% pounds to 
Lem, who scaled 197%. He took the 
Negro’s heaviest artillery in the 
first three rounds, including a 
right that opened a cut over his 
left eye in the second. But he 
stayed right there, confusing his 
foe with fancy footwork and quick 
jabs, noting his faults and waiting 
his chance. . . 

It came in the eighth. After 
Pastor saw Franklin had lost his 
zip and was defending poorly, he 
unloosed a flurry of rights and 
lefts that even a lightning calcu- 
lator couldn’t count. Franklin re- 
treated to the ropes. Bob followed 
firing like a machine gun. He 
must have thrown 30 punches be- 
fore the helpless Chicagoan 
flopped, full length, flat on his 
face. Lem got up at the count of 
10 and staggered to the ropes, his 
nose bleeding, as Referee Joe Sed- 
ley raised the New Yorker’s hand 
denoting a kayo at two minutes, 
eight seconds. 

He Got Too Careless. 

“tT @idn’t have a knockout in 
mind—I never think of one,” said 
happy Bob. “I noticed Franklin 
was standing up and getting care- 
less. I thought, ‘This can’t go on,’ 
and then—boom, boom, boom, and 
he was gone.” 

Glum Lem remarked, “I didn’t 
have any pep, I couldn’t handle 
myself right — I was drawn too 
fine. That’s the worst I have ever 
boxed. But I'd like another fight 
with him.” 

For the seven completed rounds, 
Pastor had the last five in a row 
on the Associated Press score card, 
after the 24-year-old Negro took 
the first two by exploding all his 
dynamite early. 

Franklin opened up like a 50-yard 
dash man. He ran out with the 
opening bell, firing his heavy artil- 
lery. Two rights snapped Pastor's 
head back in the first and a long, 
roundhouse right opened a cut 
nlongside Bob’s left eye in the sec- 
ond. But by the time the third 
heat came along, there was little 
steam in that feared right hand.

And 
in the eighth, when he finally saw 
his opening, ‘he turhed tiger, He 
caught Lem along the ropes near 
a neutral corner with a left hook 
and right cross to the head. Frank- 
lin was both hurt and dazzled. He 
just didn’t seem to know what 
was going on in the immediate vi-

ST. JOHN’S, Newfoundland, Feb. 
25 (AP).—Forty-three survivors of 
the United States destroyer Trux- 
tun and the U. 8S. Naval supply 
ship Pollux owed their lives today 
to the hardihood of men, women 
and children from the village of St. 
Lawrence who rigged Up a bosun’s 
chair in defiance of the storm that 
smashed the ships and pulled the 
seamen to safety up a 200-foot cliff. 

The survivors were hospitalized 
in Argentia at a United States 
Naval base across the bay from the 
place where the vessels were 
wrecked with the loss of at least 
189 men. 

The story of the rescue was the 
first report of the number of men 
saved. Yesterday's announcement 
from Washington estimated the 
number of casualties. 

Word that the tw6é ships were 
in distress brought the villagers of 
St. Lawrence .to the scene from 
across thrée miles of snow-cov- 
ered, wind-swept hills. " 

They found a cluster of men 
clinging to a cliff and began haul- 
ing them to the top with a bosun’s 
chair, a rough wooden seat slung 
from a rope. 

The crew of a small Government 
coastal vessel also aided in the 
rescue. The men worked their way 
overland after unsuccessfully try- 
ing to put to sea to reach the 
scene, 

Some rescuers attempted to save. 
men in the surf by a dory lowered 
from the top of the cliff but the 
little boat was swamped. Its crew 
was saved. 

The battered seamen first were 
taken to homes in the village and

Kuzin was mate 
on a bot on the Moscow-Volga 
Canal before the war. Barred from 
military service in the regular 
army because of a bad leg, he vol- 
unteered to serve as a partisan.

One day his men blew up 14 
trucks on two different roads.

One of Kuzin’s men was 17-year- 
old Yevgeni Petrovich Briliantov, 
before the war a seventh-grade 
pupil in a Volokolamsk school. He 
had had military training with 
rifle and grenade, like all seventh- 
grade pupils in the Soviet Union, 
but under Kuzin he learned how to 
lay mines and dynamite trucks. 
Once, after blowing up a truck on 
the Klin-Volokolamsk road with 
Kuzin, he saw a German guard 
shoot three other German 
who had been detailed to watch the 
road and prevent. mining by par- 
tisans. 


One of thé women was Evdokia 
Stepanevna Shumova, 40, who 
joined the partisans, of the Ootash- 
khovsky District with her son, 17. 
‘She cooked and washed for the 
partisans until Nov. 30, when her 
son, out on patrol failed to re- 
turn. Then she gave up cooking 
and sewing and became a spy in 
the occupied villages.

They have suffered far less than 
the Germans, but their stories are

A salient fact of Supreme Court history— 
namely, that the decisions of Justices cannot be fore- 
told from the Presidents who appoint them—is being 
demonstrated again. : | 

This is evident not only in current decisions which 
g0 against the Government and, as it. happens in the 
Bethlehem war profits case, in favor of a large cor- 
poration. It is equally clear from the many divided 
decisions, from time to time on a 5-to-4 basis, which 
are coming from the court as constituted by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s appointments. 

How divided the court now is on many issues was 
strikiggly manifest last spring, when Justice Me- 
Reynolds’ retirement established a bench with eight 
members, who split evenly in a series of cases. 
The result was that rearguments had to be ordered 
for last fall, by which time the vacancy was filled 
and Justice Stone was advanced to the chief justice- 
ship, thus creating a court with eight members hold- 
ing commissions from Mr. Roosevelt. 

The most important decision thus far in the pres- 
ent term, that in the Los Angeles Times and Harry 
Bridges contempt cases, was by the close margin of 
5 to 4. Justices Black, Reed, Douglas, Murphy and 
Jackson found no basis for the contempt convictions. 
Justices Frankfurter, Roberts and Byrnes and Chief 
Justice Stone favored the restrictions imposed. 

A more recent decision affecting the rights of 
states was on the same narrow basis, Justices Reed, 
Roberts, Black, Douglas and Jackson ruled that in- 
spection of the manufacture of renovated butter by 
the Federal Government barred similar inspection by 
the State of Alabama. Chief Justice Stone and Jus- 
tices Frankfurter, Murphy and Byrnes held the con- 
trary view, and held it sharply. 

In fact, this latter case recalls not only the close- 
ness of many important decisions in the days of the 
so-called “conservative” and “liberal” wings of the 
court. Its dissenting opinions are expressed ih 
words as vigorous as those used by the old minorities.

Justice Frank- 
furter said that “if ever there were an intrusion 
by this court into a field that belongs to Congress 
and which it has seen fit not to enter, this is it.” 
Then, hitting still harder, this third Roosevelt ap- 
pointee said: “And, what is worse, the decision is 
purely destructive legislation—it takes power away 
from the states, but is, of course, unable to transfer 
it to the Federal Government.”

The House of Representatives picked up a hot 
potato yesterday afternoon and tossed it so vigorous- 
ly out of the windgqw that it bounded all the way 
down Pennsylvania avenue to the White House.

Writer tells of domestic problems that disturbed executive as war 
got under way; describes threats to the unity inspired by enemy's 
first attack, and revival of politicalanimus, how uninformed advice 
on military strategy harassed him in crucial epoch of our history.

FEW months after the war got under 
way; the President wondered about the, 
state of the nation. 

They who had been shocked into unity 
by an attack upon the national flag, an 
assault upon one of their water-forts, were 
now commencing to divide. 

The major portion of the political party 
which he had vanquished at the last pres- 
identical election was loyally supporting him, 
led by its recent candidate—his personal 
rival, But among the rest of that party 
were many leaders, many financial and 
socia] leaders, who so hated him and disap- 
proved him that they couldn’t forget their 
ancient partisan hatreds even in the emerg- 
ency. 

Among them were those who still be- 
lieved or professed to believe their pre-war 
statements that. he had by his “incendiary 
statements” made the war inevitable. They 
who had charged that he had used the 
power of the presidential office unconstitu- 
tionally, tyrannically and dictatorially to de- 
velop an army, now jeered at him as weak; 
spineless and faltering because ‘he did not 
hurl his untrained legions recklessly upon 
the enemy.

Among the rich were many who could 
never forgive him’ for having headed a po- 
litical party which, in their view, had ar- 
rayed class against. class, setting “the land- 
less, the. propertyless, the ragtag and bob- 
tail” against the party of position, wealth 
and justly vested privilege.

There is little double as to what 
is wrong with his administration, 
and once it is clearly recognized, 
the remedies can be applied. 
The trouble is in the Cabinet, 
which, with certain notable excep- 
tions, is too weak to advise the 
President in matters of policy and 
too weak to enforce policy upon 
the bureaucracy and the pressure 
groups. There is a large danger- 
ous gap between the President, 
who must make the great final 
decisions, and the departments, 
bureaus. and agencies which are 
supposed to.execute them. This 
gap ought. to be filled by Cabinet 
officers who dre able to talk back 
to the President and are able to 
control their subordinates and the 
special interests—political and pri- 
vate—with which they have to 
deal.

TOBACCO, WE SAID yesterday, 
was a typical habitually used drug. 
whose effects are mostly due to the 
changes it makes in blood vessels. 
Opposite from coffee, it causes a 
spasm of certain blood vessels, for 
instance blood vessels in the heart, 
so that people who have angina 
are generally enjoined to give up 
smoking. It will even cause func- 
tional angina in some young peo- 
ple. Tobacco aiso causes a form 
of blindness, or amblyopia, which 
is temporary. This is largely ef-- 
fected by causing a spasm of the 
artery of the eye. 

Another group of drugs acts in 
this.way, but in an intermediate 
fashion by causing a spasm or a 


dilatation of the blood vessels. 


Thus the action, of adrenalin and 
amyl nitrite are antagonistic, Ad- 
renalin causes a spasm of most of 
the blood vessels, also a rise in 
blood pressure, After a good sized 
dose, the patient will be very pale 
due to spasm of the blood vessels 
of the face. It is therefore a good 
medicine to use in shock, where 
you have a condition of low blood 
pressure and relaxation of the 
blood vessels. 


Amy] nitrite relaxes all the small 


sized blood vessels, and lowers 
the blood pressure. Under full- 
sized dosage it will be seen that 
the face is red and the patient can 
feel the’ blood vessels in the head 
throbbing. Thus it is a good drug 
to use when there is spasm, such 
as angina of the heart and in con- 
ditions where cold causes exces- 
sive spasm of the blood vessels of 
the hands and feet. It can be read- 
ily understood that with the intel- 
ligent and skillful use of these and 
other drugs, a great variety of 
physiological changes can be made 
in the body and a great variety of 
diseased conditions can be recti-

“And many of them from our

Dunlap, supervisor of the Defense 
Metal Shop told us. “We placed 16 


‘machine operators recently and 


several welders and they’ve § all 
gone directly into defense work. 
Recently .we placed a girl in a 
company that builds gliders . to 
train navy fliers. She does pipe 
welding there. We have girls at 
Carter Carburetor and Emerson 
Electric, and we trained the first 
four women to go to work at Cur- 
tiss-Wright as machine operators. 


“Some of our best acetylene 
welders have been girls,” he went 
on. “Of course, acetylene welding 
is a little passe since it is chief- 
ly used to weld pipes and light 
sheet metal. However,’ girls here 
are also being taught arc welding, 
which is more in demand since it 
is used principally in assembly and 
construction: It takes about three 
or four months to train a welder 
but once trained, girls may find 
themselvces working on armor 
plate for ships, on tanks, trucks, 
and s0 on. | 


“There is an element of danger 
in welding,” he admitted, “but all 
of our equipment is modern and 
the work ig constantly supervised. 
You'll notice that all welding equip- 
ment is painted orange-red, the 
danger color. Girls and boys are 
given physical examinations before 
they start training and their health 


is. watched after they start ‘work. 


Incidentally, size is one of the fac- 
tors important in girls. A small 
girl may be as tough as a big girl, 
but the big girls are preferable.” 


Part of the element of danger 
in welding is taken care of in the 
uniforms worn, blue denim cover- 
alls, arm protectors, gloves, and 
head coverings that look something 
like diving helmets. These helmets 
are worn for eye protection—the 
blinding blue-orange flames, look 
green through the eye protectors 
—and they are not particularly 
cumbersome, we noted, trying one 
on, but neither are they any place 
for a person with claustrophobia. 


Away from the corner where 
these hooded ‘demons -operate, we 
saw girls running various compli- 
cated looking machines. One girl 
was working on a “screw ma- 
chine,” making wooden pill boxes,

of the defense shop, parts of tools, 
studs, screw caps, and pins. 


All are made to conform to the 
exacting requirements of defense 
industries. Studs, for example, 
Dunlap pointed out, cannot vary 
more than five 10,000ths of an inch, 
minus. This sounded impressive 
but a bit vague until he pointed 
out that you could get a general 
idea of the tolerance allowed by 
splitting a hair eight ways. On a 


recent order sent in by the NYA. 


work shop, 95 per cent of the order 
passed Government inspection, an 
unusually high rate in industry. 


“Many of our young people may 
not have done so well in school,” 
Dunlap said, “because they may 
just not take to formal education, 
but they may be highly skilled in 
mechanics, Here they develop 
that skill and at the same time 
turn out useful articles for defense. 
Our theory is to teach them what 
is to be done, who’s to do it, where 
it’s to be done, how it’s to be done, 
and’ why it’s to be done, Our fore- 
man takes the boy or girl to a 
machine, tells how it’s operated, 
then the foreman does the job, 
then the student does it, the fore- 
man corrects it, and the student 
does it again, and so on, until the 
student has mastered the machine. 


“Our system is based on common 
sense and an observation of what 
industry wants. They want oper- 
ators and they want them now. 
Instead of master mechanics we're 
trying to turn out operators, lathe 
hands, milling hands, hench hands, 
young people who can contribute 
to defense while they’re learning. 
In addition to this work, they 
spend three hours a day in classes 
conducted by the Board of Educa- 
tion, learning information perti- 
nent to their job.”

were also turning out defense 
equipment, in this. case 80,000 me- 
chanics’ wiping rags for the Rock 
Island Arsenal. Mattress covers, 
50,000 of them for the Army, uni- 
forms, many of them for the NYA 
nurses’ aids, have also been made. 
Interestingly enough, one of the 
things girls must be trained in 
besides the actual operating of the 
power machine is the attendant 
noise. Because of this condition- 
ing to noise some of them have 
found work, not in garment fac- 
tories, but in cartridge plants. An- 
other indication of this adapting of 
young people to the pace of indus- 
try is the fact that all young work- 
ers punch time clocks just. outside 


their work rooms. This, too, may 
seem like minor training but em- 
ployers have pointed out that often 
valuable. time is lost merely in the 
action of training new workers to 
operate a time clock. 

The laundry department of the 
center is a place of giant equip- 
ment, huge machines, huge man- 
gles, and consequently huge out- 
put. As part of their training they 
launder 5000 sheets each week for 
Jefferson Barracks, along with 
uniforms, hospital equipment, and 
so on. Even the restaurant train- 
ing department where girls are 
taught to be waitresses do their 
part for defense in learning the 
elements of mass feeding. 


The fact that they are making 
articles that will actually go into 
use. and that they are aiding de- 
fense has been a particularly po- 
tent impetus in the training of 
the young people, directors agreed. 

As one instructor pointed out, 
“It helps a lot when they know 
they’re making things for a par- 
ticular. defense arsenal, of for the 
Army or Navy. They might ordi- 
narily lose interest in a prosaic, 
routine task, but when they know 
that everything they do is a con- 
tribution to defense, they take a 
greater pride and interest in it. 
They feel that every time they 
touch a switch or turn a wheel, 
they’re taking another crack at 
the Japs.”
